Purchas in his Pilgrims ſpeaks of the 
Coſe among the Chinozs and Eaſt- Indians. 
The Courſe or Coſe, ſaith he, is a mile 
and a half, ſomtimes two miles '; moſt 
Engliſh Mathematicians accord with the 
Italians,and reckon 60 miles to a degree. 
The Gothick, and Sweeaiſh mile is 5 or 6 
Jtalzan miles, ſormtimes 8. The Common 
Engliſh * mile makes one and a half Ira- 
han; Villamont ſaith, that a French league 
contains two [talian miles. 

The common German mile being- for 
the moſt part in plain makes more then 
3 Engliſh or 5 Italian miles; but in ſome 
places the ſolitude and rhe aſcent of 
mountains make the miles of Germany 
ſeem much longer , one Dutch mile and 
a half makes a mile of Switzerland. The 
miles of Switzerland being over conti- 
nual mountains are ſo long, as the pa(- 
ſengers diſtinguiſh their Journy more by 
the ſpaces of hours, then by the diftarces 
or numbers of miles.
